THE ARTIST WAITER. 
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THE CAPABLE SERVITOR AND HIS CAREFUL TRAINING. 


He* Too, Goex Throttgh a Kind of College—He Must Know All Sorts of Weird 


Dishes— <On the Wine list He Most Be an Advisor and Guide — How 


He Handles the Guest Whose Nerves Make Him Irritable 


—The Division of Waiters Into Squads and 


Their Hours of Employment. 


There are just about fifteen thou- 


sand first-class waiters in the United 
States, according to Auguste Wehn. 
president of the administration ol 
L'Union Genevoise in the United 
States, and until recently a dining- 
room captain in the Hotel Astor. By 
the phrase "first-class waiter" is 
meant one who is thoroughly versed 
in all branches of the trade, besides 
being able to speak several lan- 
guages. 


Eight thousand of these men are 


members of the L'Union Genevoise, 
and are mostly French, Germans, 
Italians and Austrtans. 
Many of 


them have passed through a regular 
course of training, best exemplified 
by the "Academic" at Friedewaldt, 
near Dresden, Saxony, where every- 
thing is taught which isjiecessary for 
the equipment of a really good 
waiter. 
There the studeat learns 


cooking in all its branches and mem- 
orizes the endless variety of strange 
and unusual names given to simple 
dishes, in order that he may be able 
to describe and explain the contents 
to bewildered diners. Wine lists are 
afto perplexing puzzles to many, and 
these must be carefully studied be- 
fore a waiter can venture to recom- 
mend any particular wine or special 
vintage. 


If one ask the hotel waiter about 


his work he will find that he looks on 
it as a profession—one which has its 
standards and traditions, and which. 
In keeping with many other present 
day occupations, has a world-wide 
organization. 
The average hotel 


guest has probably never heard of 
L*Union Genevoise, or the Interna- 
tional Hotel Employe Society, as it 
is also known. The first in the prop- 
er title, and, as it implies, the so- 
ciety was formed in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. It does many things for- the 
quiet men in black who serve the 
hungry in hotel dining-rooms. 
After 


having been thoroughly trained and 
made competent to hold a place in 
any civilized country, the waiter is 
sure of assistance wherever he may 
be, from Bloomfontein, South Afri- 
ca, to Boston. 
On arriving in a 


strange city, he has only to present 
himself at the offices of the associa- 
tion and exhibit his 
membership 


book, which shows whether he has 
paid his dues and whether he was 
honorably discharged from his last 
place. 


In case of illness, after a man has 


been a member from six months to 
five years, he receives 
eighty-five 


cents a day. If, on the other hand, 
his membership has spread over five 
years, the amount he gets Is $1.25 
a day; if more than ten and up to 
fifteen years, fl.GO, and for every- 
thing above fifteen years, $2 for each 
day. 
Since its organization in 1879 


the society has paid out $80,550 In 
sick benefits and for burial fees. 
Loans and gifts and obtaining em- 
ployment for members bring the 
total to $155,550. In order to qual- 
ify as a member of the club it is nec- 
essary that a candidate be of good 
character and shall have been con- 
nected with the hotel and restaurant 
trade for at least two years. Above 
all, he must be a thoroughly compe- 
tent and experienced waiter. 


•'A Srstclass waiter Is born, not 


made," says a former head waiter of 
the Hunting Room of the new Hotel 
Astor. 
"From the moment that a 


man enters on his duties as the most 
Insignificant 'piccola,' or 'omnibus.' 
we can tell whether he is going to be 
an efficient servant. He must be at- 
tentive without being servile, must 
be noiseless, defthanded, and, above 
all, must be careful not to break 
things. 


"Even if he has a natural apti- 


tude for the business, the amount of 
careful instruction required to form 
him is very great, although his na- 
tionality makes much difference in 
the matter. The best men are gen- 
erally French, German or Swiss, and 
these have often had the advantages 
of attending academies or even kin- 
dergartens established 
at foreign 


hotels In the off season, v,-ben they 
break plates, spoil silverware and 
generally sustain parts in a universal 
comedy of errors, to the great dis- 
gust of the guests upon whom they 
practice their trade. 
The waiters' 


academy in Vienna is the foremost 
In the world. 


"Knowledge ot several languages 


is a very necessary qualification, and 
hardly any scrap of general informa- 
tion comes amiss, but tact and dis- 
cretion are the waiters' chief virtues. 
His attitude should be that of a sol- 
dier, always at attention—always 
ready for the word of command. He 
should answer politely whea ad- 
dressed, keep at a respectable dis- 
tance from the table, yet always be 
near enough to be easily called when 
wanted. In fact, a really good waiter 
should need no calling, but makes a 
point of watching the guest's face, so 
as instantly to observe what is want- 
ed almost before the guest himself 
has had time to form i wish." 


In the hierarchy of waiterdom the 


head waiter stands first. Next comes 
the assistant head waiter, followed 
by the "captains" who supervise each 
hi* own part of the dining-room, the 


waiters and the "piccolo" 


and '"omnibus" men, m-ho keep the 
water carafes filled, remove dishes 
which have been used, and generally 
supply the tables with what small 
articles may be reouired from time 
to time. 
According to Auguste, of 


the Hunting Room, the head waiter 
should always meet the guest as he 
enters and courteously commie him 
to the care of one of the captains. 
who places him at a table. 


"It is the duty of the waiter to 


help people to eat." said Auguste.

There was a great 
victory, which was not due to the ef- 
forts of the American commander, 
but to Benedict Arnold. 


"The story of that victory was re- 


ported to General Washington. 
A 


short time afterward he met General 
Arnold, and. after complimenting 
him on his great victory, said: 
" 'I have heard, general, that you 


lost your sleeve links in the battle, 
and I ask you to accept of me these, 
although I have worn them for some 
time." 


"General Arnold took them and 


wore them for some time. But later, 
when he became a traitor, and Wash- 
ington, in his dignified manner, had 
expressed his contempt in strong and 
burning words, Arnold no longer 
cared to wear the sleeve links, and 
gave them to Colonel Tarleton, the 
only British officer who had treated 
him with any kind ot courtesy. 


"Tarleton, when he departed for 


England, gave them to a loyalist, 
who had acted as his secretary, and 
he gave them to General Fitz Greene 
Halieck, who, in turn, left them to 
the man who later was his bio- 
grapher. 'And here, gentlemen,' said 
General Wilson, -drawing up hi? 
sleeves a little and raising his arms, 
'are Washington's sleeve links.' "—

The Second Oldest Ship in Our Navy 


May Be Broken TTp. 


After years of buffeting by the 


waters of many seas the one time re- 
ceiving ship St. Louis lies in the Del- 
aware River at the foot of Catherine 
street, Philadelphia, awaiting final 
orders. 


These may be to hand her battered 


timbers over to unsentimental junk 
dealers, or to preserve her as the old- 
est vessel, outside of the famous 
Constitution, in Uncle Sam's navy. 
According to the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, It Is seventy-eight years since 
the then proud frigate was launched 
at Washington, where she had been 
built for service ia the Far East. At 
that time she was regarded as one of 
the best vessels iu the young navy. 


During the first ten years of her 


service pirates were the pest of the 
West Indies and the Pacific. The St. 
Louis, then one of the swiftest ves- 
sels in the navy, was sent after the 
men who sailed under the skull- and 
crossbones, and to her efforts is part- 
ly due the extermination of the 
looters. 


On one occasion one of the rakish 


crafts, closely pursued by the coming 
Union Jack, ran aground on one of 
the large islands and her crew es- 
caped to the wooded interior. Lieu- 
tenant Horton, a gallant young officer 
of that day, led a cheering company 
of his men, armed with cutlasses and 
pistols, to rout out the desperadoes. 


Over hills and copse the chase con- 


tinued, for a mile, when the fleeing 
buccaneers ambushed the pursuers 
and a pitched battle resulted. After 
a fierce hand-to-hand combat the pi- 
rates were all killed or captured and 
the latter were hanged the following 
day from the yardarm of the St. 
Louis. 


At the time of the naming of the 


St. Louis there was much opposition 
to thus honoring a city of such small 
importance and size as that place was 
then. Much discussion finally ended J 
in victory for the St. Louis partisans, j 
and it was only recently the Govern- 
ment changed her name to the Key- 
stone State, on account of there being 
another vessel ia the navy called the 
St. Louis. 
However, the new name 


was hardly ever applied except in 
official ways.

Cream of Spinach. 


A half peek of spinach was used 


for the soup. It was washed thor- 
oughly, drained and put on to boil in 
boiling water uncovered. 
A littla 


salt was added when almost done. 
When cooked it was run through a 
sieve. To two cups of pulp was add- 
ec one quart of milk (white stock or 
half stock and half milk is equally 
good). Two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and three tablespoonfals of flour 
were added to the liquid and all was 
cooked until it thickened. Salt and 
pepper were used to season, and when 
the soup was served, a spoonful of 
whipped cream on top the bouilioa 
cup made a dainty picture in green 
and white. 


Fish and Vegetable Salad. 


Ingredients: Half a pint of cooked 


fish, half a pint of cooked vegetables 
(carrots, turnips, potatoes), a cu- 
cumber, two yolks of eggs, a gill of 
cream,- a tablespoonful of vinegar, 
some made mustard, chopped parsley, 
pepper and salt. 


After rem' ing the skin and bones 


from some cooked fish, Cake and 
measure it. 
.ake the vegetables you 


have to use, and cut into dice a larger 
proportion of potatoes than other 
vegetables. Slice the cucumber thin- 
ly. Pile the fish on a fancy dish, ar- 
range the cut vegetables round. 
Place the slices of cucumber in a 
row outside overlapping each other. 
Put the yolks of eggs into a small 
basin, and poach till hard. Then rub 
smooth with the back of a woodea 
spoon, add nvde mustard and salt to 
taste, and the vinegar. Then gradu- 
ally stir in the cream. Last, add 
some chopped parsley and pour over 
the fish. 


The Good Housekeeper. 


The successful housekeeper is not 


essentially the one who has a spot- 
lessly kept house, always in order, 
but the one who manages the affairs 
of the house so that every one is 
made comfortable and the home ,is 
always cheery and bright. A good 
housekeeper 
does not worry over 


every little detail that goes wrong, 
but sets to work to put it in order 
again. 
She can 
always tell you 


where everything is to be found, as 
she always has a certain place for 
certain articles, and sees that they 
are kept there. The meals are always 
just to time and well cooked, and the 
children look neat and happy. Thia 
cannot be done without good man- 
agement, says Woman's Life, and tha 
methodical housekeeper will have tha 
day divided out for the different du- 
ties that are to be done, and she will 
see that her system of arranging tha 
work does not cause discomfort in. 
the house. 


Fruit Ice Cream. 


Where fruits are used as a flavor- 


ing, they should be added to th» 
cream after they are partly frozen. 
For Instance, for peach ice -cream 
scald one ~>int of cream; add to it 
eight ounces of sugar; take from the 
fire, and when perfectly cold add a 
pint of uncooked cream; turn the 
mixture into the freezer; pack with 
finely shaved ice and a third quantity 
of coarse salt. 
Turn the freezer 


slowly until the mixture is very cold; 
then turn rapidly until it is like wet 
snow. 
Have ready six ripe peaches, 


pared, mashed and pressed through 
a colander; add this to the cold mix- 
ture; turn slowly again until 
if 


comes back to the same consistency 
as it was when the peaches were add- 
ed. 
Remove the dasher, smooth 


down the cream, fasten the hole in 
the top of the freezer with a cork, 
and r»pack, this time with coarse icd 
and only a fifth quantity of salt 
Cover the freezer with a piece of 
blanket or paper and stand aside fof 
two hours to ripen.—Carrie R. 
Hayes.

THE CAPABLE SERVITOR AND HIS CAREFUL TRAINING. 


H^ Too, Goes Through a Kind of ColIcgc—Hc Must Know All Sorts of Weird 
Dishcs-^On the Wine List He Must Be an Advisor and Guide—How 
He Handles the Guest Whose Nerves Make Him Irritable 
—The Division of Walters Into Scjuads and 
Their Hours of 
Employment.

There arc just about fifteen thou- 
sand first-class waiters In the United 
States, according to Auguste Wehn, 
president of the administration 
of 
Ii^Union 
Genevoise 
in 
the 
United 
States, and until recently a dining- 
room captain in the Hotel Astor. By 
the 
phrase 
"first-class 
waiter" 
is 
meant one who Is thoroughly versed 
in all branches of the trade, besides 
being 
able to 
speak several 
lan- 
guages. 


Bight thousand of these men are 
members of the L'Union Genevoise, 
and 
are mostly French» 
Germans, 
Italians and 
Austnans. 
Many 
of 
them have passed through a regular 
course of training, best exemplified 
by the "Academle*' at Friedewaldt, 
near Dresden, Saxony, where every- 
thing is taught which Is jiecessary for 
the 
equipment 
of 
a 
really 
good 
waiter. 
There 
the student 
learns 
cooking in all its branches and mera- 


and "omnibus" men, who keep the 
water carafes filled, remove dishes 
which have been used, and generally 
supply the tables with what small 
articles may be reouired from time 
to time. 
According to Auguste, of 
the Hunting Room, the head waiter 
should always meet the guest as he 
enters and courteously commit him 
to the care of one of the captains, 
who places him at a table. 


"It Is the duty of the waiter to 
help people to eat,'' said Auguste. 
"How can a man who nearly always 
eats at home learn how to eat at a 
hotel without some assistance? 
The 
menu is to him almost a Chinese puz- 
zle which he studies laboriously and 
with little profit. 
In despair he or- 
ders three steaks when one would 
do; then he is angry at having to 
pay for so much that is not eaten— 
all this is bad, both for the waiter 
and for the house, because the dis- 
orlzes the endless variety of strange I satisfied guest will not tip and will 
and unusual names given to simple 
dishes, in order that he may be able 
to describe and explain the contents 
to bewildered diners. 
Wine lists are 
alto perplexing puzzles to many, and 
these must be carefully studied be- 
fore a waiter can venture to recom- 
mend any particular wine or special 
vintage, 


If one ask the hotel waiter about 
his work he will find that he looks on 
It as a profession—one which has its 
standards and traditions, and which, 
in keeping with many other present 
day occupations, has a world-wide 
organization. 
The 
average 
hotel 
guest has probably never heard of 
L'Union Genevoise, or the 
I n t e r s - 
tional Hotel Employe Society, as it 
Is also known. 
The first in the prop- 
er title, and, as it Implies, the so- 
ciety was formed in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. 
It does many things for. the 
quiet men In black who serve the 
hungry in hotel dining-rooms. 
After 
having been thoroughly trained and 
made competent to hold a place in 
any civilized country, the waiter Is 
sure of assistance wherever he may 
be, from Bloomfontelii, South Afri- 
ca, to Boston. 
On arriving In a 
strange city, he has only to present 
himself at the offices of the associa- 
tion and 
exhibit 
his 
membership 
hook, which shows whether he has 
paid his dues and whether he was 
honorably discharged from his last 
place. 


In case of illness, after a man has 
been a member from six months to 
five years, he 
receiven 
eighty-five 
cents a day. 
If, on the other hand, 
his membership has spread over five 
years, the amount he gets Is $1.25 
a day; if more than ten and up to 
fifteen years, $1.G0, and for every- 
thing above fifteen years, $2 for each 
day. 
Since its organization in IS79 
the society has paid out ?80,55 0 In 
sick 
benefits and 
for burial 
fees. 
Loans and 'gifts and obtaining em- 
ployment 
for 
members 
bring 
the 
total to $155,550. 
In order to qual- 
ify as a member of the club It is nec- 
essary that a candidate be of good 
character and shall have been con- 
nected with the hotel and restaurant 
trade for at least two years. 
Above 
all, he must be a thoroughly compe- 
tent and experienced waiter. 


"A 
firstclass 
waiter is born, not 


not come again. 
Such a man does 
not know what ho wants, and there- 
fore the waiter must know." 


It is surprising what an insight 
into human nature the waiter pos- 
sesses. 
He can instantly read a new 
guest's character and discover hia 
social standing; ,yet he prefers old 
customers, knowing 
how 
to 
treat 
them, as well as how he himself will 
be treated—and tipped. 


"Regarding this question of treat- 
ment," says Auguste, "we waiters, 
like everybody else, have often to 
meet many who are not gentlemen. 
When a man snaps his 
fingers 
a! 
his attendant and speaks as if he 
were 
calling a 
dog, we 
naturally 
know where to place him, and that 
person does not get better service 
than others, to say the least. 
But 
the waiter must exercise judgment. 
Sometimes a man has stayed up too 
late the night before and may have 
taken more than is good for him. 
His nerves ai^e on edge, he has two 
headaches—one over each eye—and 
the world is jet black to him. 
The 
good waiter understands all this at 
a glance, 


"Or perhaps the man has been a 
good fellovr ten times, but the elev- 
enth time he is a brute. 
Well, wo 
comprehend. 
Something has 
gone 
wrong—he has lost money or there 
has been trouble of some kind. 
He 
is handled with kid gloves by his 
waiter, and is stroked, as it were, 
with a hand of velvet, gently, sooth- 
ingly, sympathetically. 
As like as 
not the guest becomes ashamed of 
his ill temper, and the waiter gets 
conscience money in the shape of a 
dollar instead of a quarter tip." 


The waiter himself is under too 
st;:ict discipline ever to show irri- 
tation or bad humor. 
In a great 
hotel like the Astor, where the staff 
employed in the four dining-rooms 
numbers 270 "regulars," exclusive of 
the host of subsidiary attendants who 
assist behind the scenes, everything 
is organized with the utmost pre- 
cision. 


In 
each 
dining-room 
there 
are 
three watches, consisting of twelve 
men and six omnibus boys. 
Two of 
these watches are called 
"steady" 
and the third "the reserve." 
The 
reserve is always oh hand and heli)s 
the steady watches alternately.

be careful not to 
break 
things. 


"Kven if he has a natural apti- 
tude for the business, the amount of 
careful instruction required to form 
him is very great, although his na- 
tionality makes much difference in 
the matter. 
The best men are gen- 
erally French, German or Swiss, and 
these have often had the advantages 
of attending academies or even 
\ i \ i x - 
dergartens 
established 
at 
foreign 
hotels in the off season, when they 
break plates, spoil silverware 
and 
generally sustain parts in a universal 
comedy of errors, to the great dis- 
gust of the guests upon whom they 
practice their trade. 
Tho waiters' 
academy in Vienna is the foremost 
in the world. 


"Knowledge of several languages 
is a very necessary qualillcation, jind 
hardly any scrap of general informa- 
tion comes amiss, but tact and dis- 
cretion are the waiters' chief virtues. 
His attitude should be that of a sol- 
dier, 
always 
at 
attention—always 
ready fur the word of command. 
He 
Bhould 
answer 
politely 
when 
ad- 
dressed, keep at a respectable dis- 
tance from the table, yet always be 
jiear enough to be easily called when 
wanted.

The first watch comes on at 
C o'clock, opens up the place and 
goes off at'12 o'clock. 
Then it re- 
turns at C in the evening and stays 
till closing time, say about 1.30 a. m. 
The next morning the watch which 
has closed up does not come on until 
12, and stays till S—and thus alter- 
nately, so that every day there are 
different 
men 
on 
the 
different 
watches. 
The opening up and clos- 
ing is the really hard work of the 
room. 


No man has the same table or 
even the same side of the room twice 
consecutively, 
in order 
that 
there 
may be no favoritism and that he 
may get handy and experienced in 
every j art of the room. 
The sta- 
tions of the captains are also change- 
able. 
Another item of interest is 
that each piece of work has three 
men to look after it. 


Some people are fond of asserting 
that these iuiperturable 
purveyors, 
instead of being paid by the hotel 
proprietor, not infreauently have to 
pay ior the privilege of working in 
the esilablishment. 
As a matter of 
fact, the best New York waiters get 
$25 a week and their clothes. Their 
tips, it has been calculated, run from 
$100 to $125 a month, a generous 
salary, but one which is certainly 
well ear;ied.—New York Sun.

B>^REL£GGED 
COSTUMES. 


Vale Professor Says It it Barbarioui 


to Dress Children In Them. 


In an address to the 
New 
Haver 
Mothers* club recently 'published it 
book 
form, Professor 
Lafay<»tte 
B 
Mendel, of 
the 
Shcfileld 
Scientific 
Sohool, Yale, makes a vigorous pro 
tost against the. practice of dressing 
children in barelegged costumes. 


"At early ages" he says, " we find 
different degrees of readiness in dlf 
feront animal species, in regard to 
their ability to perform the functions 
peculiar to the fully developed indiv- 
idual. 
Frequently adequate digestive 
powers are not matured at birth, and 
more often the best regilating me- 
chanism is imperfectly developed. The 
young child, as well as the chick or 
the mouse, or the kitten, is unable to 
maintain its body temperature per- 
fectly. 
Owing to the peculiar reasons 
regulating mechanism Mih which the 
organism is endowed, the body 
tem- 
perature is remarkably constant, de- 
spite varying external conditions. But 
when newly born puppies, kittens and 
rabbits are verttoveá from their usual 
warm surroundings, their temperature 
will become lowered until it reaches 
a point a few degi^es above the tem- 
perature of the surrounding air. In 
human Infants the conditions corres- 
pond with those found in young ani- 
mals of the more dependent class. 
The Infantile temperature is variable, 
and the readiness with which temuera- 
ture iregularities manifest themselves 
on slight provocation, even to children 
of several years' growth, is familiar 
to every observing mother. 


"It remains for us, 
therefore, 
to 
learn the proper lesson from this de- 
fenceless condition of the young amid 
their older 
environment. 
We 
loarn 
to appreciate what 
warm 
clothing 
means to the naked Infaat, otherwise 
helpless in its resistance to the at- 
mosphere about it. I am ready to be- 
lieve that not a little additional pain 
and crying among 'infants are ulti- 
mately attributable to the 
thought- 
less exposure of arms and legs, even 
in summer months. 
The invigorating 
thrill which cold in the form of a oold 
bath of a cold sleeping room arouses 
in an adult is 
scarcely 
attained 
at 
tkose ages where 
the 
temperature 
regulating 
mechanism 
is 
not 
yet 
thoroughly developed; and therefore 
I am inclined to believe that the pre- 
valent practice of dressing young boys 
and girls in short socks 
at 
certain 
seasons is Inadvisable, if not actually 
barbarous. 
Man 
has 
instinctively 
protected 
himself 
against the 
un- 
pleasantness of a cold environment by 
the adoption of clothing. 
The extent 
of this protection is varied with the 
climate in which he resides. 
In our 
average climate about SO per cent of 
the body is ordinarily clothed. 
The 
bared leg costumes of the present 
mode may leave as much as 30 per 
cent to 40 per cent of the child's body 
surface exposed. 
Some of 
us 
have 
noticed that even In adults the kiltie 
suit may become uncomfortably cool 
on a New Haven summer day. 
What 
shall we expect in the less resistant 
child during cool autumn weather?" 


Badgers. 


The badger is a great 
epicure in 
eggs, and much 
of the hostility 
of 
gamekeepers to this animal lies un- 
doubtedly In the 
fact that 
It will, 
when it gets the chance, devour 
a 
whole nest of partridge 
or pheasant 
eggs. 
Badgers are said also 
to be 
fond of honey and knowing the extra- 
ordinary craving of their South Afri- 
can cousin, the ratel, for this delicacy, 
C should say it is not improbable that 
they 
occasionally partake of it. 


(t is certain that these animals have 
a particular liking for the nest and 
larvae of wasi)s and v/ild bees, dig- 
ging down with strong feet and infin- 
ite perseverance till they attain their 
object. 
In the captive state a young 
badger was brought up on a diet ilrst 
of the milk of a retriever bitch, by 
which it was foster-mothered, after- 
ward of eggs and milk, then 
of fish 
and meat. 
It approved of bread and 
potatoes, when 
crumbled 
up 
and 
mixed with milk. It would occasion- 
ally eat shot birds, and once getting 
into a hen house, killed five chickens. 
These animals are said by keepers to 
kill and devour freely young rabbits; 
that they do partake of this fare at 
times is, 
I think, certain, but 
that 
tliey destroy any very 
considerable 
number is more than doubtful. 
Still, 
the badger 
is 
carnivorous 
In 
his 
tastes and is not, even by his kindli- 
est friends, to be absolved from de- 
vouring at times tender rabbits and 
even the young of game birds when 
he can get hold of them.

England is the healthiest country 
in iiurope, having a death-rate of 16.5 
per 
1000 
In 
1905. Germany 
and 
France 
have practlca^lly 
the 
same 
rate, about 
19.5. Everywhere 
the 
death rate is decreasing, and it will 
continue to decrease as medical and 
sanitary science improve. 
But if It 
continually decreases, that unpleasant 
fact of the end of life must cease to 
be some time, must it not? 
On 
the 
other liand, tho birth rate seems to be 
decreasing almost everywhere. 
If it 
keeps on decreasing, there will be no 
more births, will there? 
Fortunately, 
none will be needed if the other rate 
does its duty and 
disappears 
alto- 
getlier.—Everybody's Magazine.

A correspondent of Nature remarks 
that the now known facts seem to re- 
quire a modification of the statement 
found in some text books that ''it ia 
Impossible to say whether a flash of 
lightning moves from a cloud to the 
earth or In the opposite direction." 
Many photographs of lightning taken 
in the Transvaal show that, in all 
cases, the discharges were from cloud 
to cloud, or from the clouds to the 
earth. 
Quite frequently, the corre- 
spondent says, he has observed light- 
ning flashes leaving a cloud for the 
earth, but fading away before reach- 
ing it. The opposite phenomenon has 
not been observed. 


€ ' t Calcium Steel" is the name given 
to an earthenware of great hardness 
and durability, manufactured in Eu- 
rope of pulverized feldspar, sand and 
lime. 
The materials are made Into a 
paste and baked in an oven. The cal- 
cium from which the product obtains 
its name Is contained In the feldspar. 
Another kind of calcium steel will be 
known if experiments now under way 
In Germany are successful in produc- 
ing an alloy of iron and calcium com- 
parable in its properties with nickel 
and chrome steel. 
Thus far, how- 
ever, it is said that these experi- 
ments have failed to bring about a 
combination of calcium with molten 
iron, but It Is hoped to make calcium 
useful In refining copper and nickel, 
and in bronze casting.

and Ilallock to Gen. J, G. Wilson, 
and Halleck to Gen, J. G. Wilson 
At a dinner given by the Union 
College alumni In New York, two or 
three 
years 
ago, 
an 
impromptu 
speaker, not on the program, .Gen» 
James Grant Wilson, told the follow- 
ing story concerning the sleeve links 
of Gen, Washington, afterward 
the 
property of Benedict Arnold and Col, 
Tarleton: 


"I wish to talk of one of whom 
Americans alwaj's like to hear. I will 
turn the hands of time back to 1777, 
and ask you to go with me to the 
battlefield of Saratoga, 
which 
the 
poet Halleck 
called 
the 
field 
of 
grounded arms. 
There was a great 
victory, which was not due to the ef- 
forts of the American 
commander, 
but to Benedict Arnold. 


"The story of that victory was re- 
ported to General Washington. 
A 
short time afterward lie met General 
Arnold, 
and, 
after 
complimenting 
him on his great victory, said; 


" 'I have lieard, general, that you 
lost your sleeve links in the battle, 
and I ask you to accept of me these, 
although I have worn them for some 
time/ 


•'General Arnold took them and 
wore them for some time. 
But later, 
when he became a traitor, and Wash- 
ington, in his dignified manner, had 
expressed his contempt in strong and 
burning 
words, Arnold 
no 
longer 
cared to wear tho sleeve links, and 
gave them to Colonel Tarleton, the 
only British ofllcer who had treated 
him with any kind ot courtesy. 


^'Tarleton, when he departed for 
England, 
gave them 
to a loyalist, 
who had acted as hi» secretary, and 
he gave them to General Fitz Greene 
Halleck, who, in turn, left them to 
tho man who 
later 
was his 
bio- 
grapher. 
'And here, gentlemen,' said 
General 
Wilson, 
drawing 
up 
hi? 
sleeves a little and raising his arms, 
'are Washington's sleeve links.'"—

FATE OF THE OLD ST. LOUIS- 


Tiie Second Oldest Ship in Our Navy 
May Be Broken Up. 


After years of 
buffeting by 
the 
waters of many seas the one time re- 
ceiving ship St. Louis lies in the Del- 
aware River at the foot of Catherine 
street, Philadelphia, awaiting 
final 
orders. 


These may be to hand her battered 
timbers over to unsentimental junk 
dealers, or to preserve her as tiie old- 
est 
vessel, outside 
of the 
famous 
Constitution, in Uncle Sam's navy. 
According to the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, it is seventy-eight years since 
the then proud frigate was launched 
at Washington, where she had been 
built for service In the Far East. 
At 
that time she was regarded as one of 
the best vessels in the young navy. 


During the first ten years of her 
service pirates were the pest of the 
West Indies and the Pacific. The St. 
Louis, then one of the swiftest ves- 
sels In the navy, was sent after the 
men who sailed under the skull and 
crossbones, and to her efforts Is part- 
ly due 
the 
extermination 
of 
the 
looters. 


On one occasion one of the rakish 
crafts, closely pursued by the coming 
Union Jack, ran aground on one of 
the large islands and her crew es- 
caped to the wooded Interior, 
Lieu- 
tenant Horton, a gallant young officer 
of that day, led a cheering company 
of his men, armed with cutlasses and 
pistols, to rout out the desperadoes. 


Over hills and copse the chase con- 
tinued, for a mile, when the 
fleeing 
buccaneers ambushed the 
pursuers 
and a pitched battle resulted. 
After 
E fierce hand-to-hand combat the pi- 
rates were all killed or captured and 
the latter were hanged the following 
day 
from the yardarm of 
the St, 
Louis. 


At the time of the naming of the 
St. Louis there was much opposition 
to thus honoring a city of such small 
Importance and size as that place was 
then. 
Much discussion finally ended 
in victory for the St. Louis partisans, 
and It was only recently the Govern- 
ment changed her name to the Key- 
stone State, on account of there being 
another vessel in the navy called the 
St. Louis. 
However, the new name 
was hardly ever applied except in 
oiiicial ways.

Cream of Spinach. 


A half peck of spinach was used 
for the soup. 
It was washed thor- 
oughly, drained and put on to boll In 
boiling water uncovered. 
A little 
salt was added when almost done. 
When cooked it was run through a 
sieve. 
To two cups of pulp was add- 
et: one quart of milk (white stock or 
half stock and half milk is equally 
good). 
Two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and three 
tablespoonfuls of 
flour 
were added to the liquid and all was 
cooked until it thickened. 
Salt and 
pepper were used to season, and when 
the soup was served, a spoonful of 
whipped cream on top the bouillon 
cup made a dainty picture in green 
and white. 


Fish and Vegetable Salad. 


Ingredients: 
Half a pint of cooked 
fish, half a pint of cooked vegetables 
(carrots, turnips, potatoes), a cu- 
cumber, two yolks of eggs, a gill ot 
cream; a tablespoonful of vinegar, 
some made mustard, chopped parsley, 
pepper and salt. 


After rem- ing the skin and bones 
from some cooked 
fish, 
flake 
and 
measure it. 
ake the vegetables you 
have to use, and cut into dice a larger 
proportion of potatoes than 
other 
vegetables. 
Slice the cucumber thin- 
ly. 
Pile the fish on a fancy dish, ar- 
range 
the 
cut 
vegetables 
round. 
Place the slices of cucumber in a 
row outside overlapping each other. 
Put the yolks of eggs into a small 
basin, and poach till hard. 
Then rub 
smooth with the back of a wooden 
spoon, add made mustard and salt to 
taste, and the vinegar. 
Then gradu- 
ally stir in the cream. 
Last, add 
some chopped parsley and pour over 
the fish. 


The Good Housekeeper. 


The Successful housekeeper is not 
essentially the one who has a spot- 
lessly kept house, always in order, 
but the one who manages the affairs 
of the house so that every one is 
made comfortable and the home ^ia 
always cheery and bright. 
A good 
housekeeper 
does 
not worry 
over 
every little detail that goes wrong, 
but sets to work to put It in order 
again. 
She can 
always tell 
you 
where everything is to be found, as 
she always has a certain place for 
certain articles, and sees that they 
are kept there. The meals are always 
just to time and well cooked, and the 
children look neat and happy. 
Thia 
cannot be done without good man- 
agement, says Woman's Life, and the 
methodical housekeeper will have the 
day divided out for the different du- 
ties that are to be done, and she will 
see that her system of arranging the 
work does not cause discomfort ia 
the house. 


Fruit Ice Cream. 


"Where fruits are used as a flavor- 
ing, they should be added to the 
cream after they are partly frozen. 
For Instance, for peach Ice icream 
scald one -iint of cream; add to It 
eight ounces of sugar; take from the 
fire, and when perfectly cold add a 
pint of uncooked cream; turn the 
mixture into the freezer; pack with 
finely shaved ice and a third quantity 
of coarse salt. 
Turn the 
freezer 
slowly until the mixture Is very cold; 
then turn rapidly until it Is like wet 
snow. 
Have ready six ripe peaches, 
pared, mashed and pressed through 
a colander; add this to tlie cold mix- 
ture; 
turn slowly 
again until 
i( 
comes back to the same consistency, 
as It was when the peaches were add- 
ed. 
Remove 
the dasher, 
smooth 
down the cream, fasten tho hole in 
the top of the freezer with a cork^ 
and repack, this time with coarse ici 
and only a fifth quantity of salt. 
Cover the freezer with a piece o< 
blanket or paper and stand aside fot 
two 
hours 
to 
ripen.—Carrie 
R, 
Hayes,

THE CAPABLE SERVITOR AND HIS CAREFUL TRAINING. 


****** 


Ho, Too, Goes Through a Kind of College—He Must Know All Sorts of Weird 
Dishes—On the Wine List He Must Be an Advisor and Guide—How 
He Handles the Guest Whose Nerves Make Him Irritable 
—The Division of Waiters Into Squads and 
Their Hours of Employment.

There are just about fifteen thou­ 
sand first-class waiters in the United 
States, according to Auguste Wehn, 
president of the administration of 
L’Union Genevoise in the United 
States, and until recently a dining­ 
room captain in the Hotel Astor* By 
the phrase “first-class waiter0 
is 
meant one who is thoroughly versed 
in all branches of the trade, besides 
being 
able to 
speak several 
lan­ 
guages. 


Eight thousand of these men are 
members of the L’Union Genevoise, 
and are mostly French, Germans, 
Italians and 
Austrians. 
Many 
of 
them have passed through a regular 
course of training, best exemplified 
by the “Academie“ at Friedewaldt, 
near Dresden, Saxony, where every­ 
thing is taught which is .necessary for 
the equipment of 
a really good 
waiter. 
There the student learns 
cooking in all its branches and mem­ 
orizes the endless variety of strange 
and unusual names given to simple 
dishes, in order that he may be able 
to describe and explain the contents 
to bewildered diners. 
Wine lists are 
alto perplexing puzzles to many, and 
these must be carefully studied be­ 
fore a waiter can venture to recom­ 
mend any particular wine or special 
vintage. 


If one ask the hotel waiter about 
his work he will find that he looks on 
it as a profession— one which has its 
standards and traditions, and which, 
^ 
in keeping with many other present 
day occupations, has a world-wide 
organization. 
The 
average 
hotel 
guest has probably never heard of 
L’Union Genevoise, or the Interna­ 
tional Hotel Employe Society, as it 
is also known. The first in the prop­ 
er title, and, as it implies, the so­ 
ciety was formed in Geneva, Switzer­ 
land. 
It does many things for. the 
quiet men in black who serve the 
hungry in hotel dining-rooms. After 
having been thoroughly trained and 
made competent to hold a place in 
any civilized country, the waiter is 
sure of assistance wherever he may 
be, from Bloomfontein, South Afri­ 
ca, to Boston. 
On arriving in a 
strange city, he has only to present 
himself at the offices of the associa­ 
tion and 
exhibit 
his 
membership 
book, which shows whether he has 
paid his dues and whether he was 
honorably discharged from his last 
place. 


In case of illness, after a man has 
been a member from six months to 
five years, he 
receive« 
eighty-five 
cents a day. 
If, on the other hand, 
his membership has spread over five 
years, the amount he gets is $1.25 
a day; if more than ten and up to 
fifteen years, fl.GO, and for every­ 
thing above fifteen years, $2 for each 
day. 
Since its organization in IS 79 
the society has paid out $80,55 0 in 
sick benefits and 
for burial fees. 
Loans and »gifts and obtaining em­ 
ployment for members bring the 
total to $155,550. 
In order to qual­ 
ify as a member of the club it is nec­ 
essary that a candidate be of good 
character and shall have been con­ 
nected with the hotel and restaurant 
trade for at least two years. 
Above 
all, he must be a thoroughly compe­ 
tent and experienced waiter. 


4,A firstclass waiter is born, not 
made,” says a former head waiter of’ 
the Hunting Room of the new Hotel 
Astor. 
"From the moment that a 
man enters on his duties as the most 
Insignificant ‘piccola,’ or ‘omnibus/ 
we can tell whether he is going to be 
an efficient servant. 
He must be at­ 
tentive without being servile, must 
lie noiseless, defthanded, and, above 
all, must be careful not to break 
things. 


“Even if he has a natural apti­ 
tude for the business, the amount of 
careful instruction required to form 
him is very great, although his na- 
„ 
tionality makes m uch difference in 
the matter. 
The best men are gen­ 
erally French, German or Swiss, and 
these have often had the advantages 
of attending academies or even kin­ 
dergartens 
established 
at 
foreigu 
hotels in the off season, when they 
break plates, spoil silverware and 
generally sustain parts in a universal 
comedy of errors, to the great dis­ 
gust of the guests upon whom they 
practice their trade. 
The waiters* 
academy in Vienna is the foremost 
in the world. 


“Knowledge of several languages 
is a very necessary qualification, and 
hardly any scrap of general informa­ 
tion comes amiss, but tact and dis- 
i cretion are the waiters' chief virtues. 


His attitude should be that of a sol- 
. dier, 
always at 
attention—always 
ready for the word of command. lie 
should 
answer politely 
when ad­ 
dressed, keep at a respectable dis­ 
tance from the table, yet always be 
pear enough to be easily called when 
wanted. In fact, a really good waiter 
should need no calling, but makes a 
point of watching the guest's face, so 
a? instantly to observe what is want­ 
ed almost before the guest himself 
has had time to form a wish." 


In the hierarchy of waiterdom the 
head waiter stands first. Next comes 
the assistant head waiter, followed 
fcy the "captains" who supervise each 
hi* own part oI the dining-room, the 
eervleg >valtera and the “piccolo 


and “omnibus“ men, who keep the 
water carafes filled, remove dishes 
which have been used, and generally 
supply the tables with what small 
articles may be reouired from time 
to time. 
According to Auguste, of 
the Hunting Room, the head waiter 
should always meet the guest as he 
enters and courteously commit him 
to the care of one of the captains, 
who places him at a table. 


“It is the duty of the waiter to 
help people to eat,“ said Auguste. 
“How can a man who nearly always 
eats at home learn how to eat at a 
hotel without some assistance? 
The 
menu is to him almost a Chinese puz­ 
zle which he studies laboriously and 
with little profit. 
In despair he or­ 
ders three steaks when one would 
do; then he is angry at having to 
pay for so much that is not eaten— 
ail this is bad, both for the waiter 
and for the house, because the dis­ 
satisfied guest will not tip and will 
not come again. 
Such a man does 
not know what ho wants, and there­ 
fore the waiter must know.“ 


It is surprising what an insight 
into human nature the waiter pos­ 
sesses. 
1-Ie can instantly read a new 
guest’s character and discover his 
social standing; ,yet he prefers old 
customers, knowing 
how 
to 
treat 
them, as well as how he himself will 
be treated—and tipped. 


“Regarding this question of treat­ 
ment/' says Auguste, “we waiters, 
like everybody else, have often to 
meet many who are not gentlemen. 
When a man snaps his fingers at 
his attendant and speaks as if he 
were calling a dog, we naturally 
know where to place him, and that 
person does not get better service 
than others, to say the least. 
But 
the waiter must exercise judgment. 
Sometimes a man has stayed up too 
late the night before and may have 
taken more than is good for him. 
His nerves are on edge, he has two 
headaches—one over each eye—and 
the world is jet black to him. 
The 
good waiter understands all this at 
a glance. 


“Or perhaps the man has been a 
good fellow ten times, but the elev­ 
enth time he is a brute. 
Well, wo 
comprehend. 
Something has gone 
wrong—he has lost money or there 
has been trouble of some kind. 
He 
is handled with kid gloves by his 
waiter, and is stroked, as it were, 
with a hand of velvet, gently, sooth­ 
ingly, sympathetically. 
As like as 
not the guest becomes ashamed of 
his ill temper, and the waiter gets 
conscience money in the shape of a 
dollar instead of a quarter tip.“ 


The waiter himself is under too 
strict discipline ever to show irri­ 
tation or bad humor. 
In a great 
hotel like the Astor, where the staff 
employed in the four dining-rooms 
numbers 270 “regulars,“ exclusive of 
the host of subsidiary attendants who 
assist behind the scenes, everything 
is organized with the utmost pre­ 
cision. 


In each dining-room there are 
three watches, consisting of twelve 
men and six omnibus boys. 
Two of 
these watches are called “steady“ 
and the third “the reserve/' 
The 
reserve is always oh hand and helps 
the steady watches alternately. 
At 
the end of tho week the reserve staff 
becomes a steady for that week, and 
one of the steadies relieves the re­ 
serve. 
The first watch comes on at 
C o'clock, opens up the place and 
goes off at *12 o’clock. 
Then it re­ 
turns at 0 in the evening and stays 
till closing time, say about 1.30 a. m. 
The next morning the watch which 
has closed up does not come on until 
12, and stays till S—and thus alter­ 
nately, so that every day there are 
different 
men 
on 
the 
different 
watches. 
The opening up and clos­ 
ing is the really hard work of the 
room* 


No man has the same table or 
even the same side of the room twice 
consecutively, in order that there 
may be no favoritism and that he 
may get handy and experienced in 
every j art of the room. 
The sta­ 
tions of the captains are also change­ 
able. 
Another item of interest is 
that each piece of work has three 
men to look after it. 


Some people are fond of asserting 
that these imperturable purveyors, 
instead of being paid by the hotel 
proprietor, not infrequently have to 
pay lor the privilege of working in 
the establishment. 
As a matter of 
fact, the best New York waiters get 
$25 a week and their clothes. Their 
tips, it has been calculated, run from 
$100 to $125 a month, a generous 
salary, but one which is certainly 
well earned.*—New York Sun. 


BARELEGGED COSTUMES. 


Yale Professor Says It is Barbarioui 
to Dress Children in Them. 


In an address to the New Haver 
Mothers' club recently ‘published it 
book 
form, Professor Lafayette B 
Mendel, of 
the 
Sheffield 
Scientific 
School, Yale, makes a vigorous pro 
tost against the . practice of dressing 
children in barelegged costumes. 


“At early ages“ he says, “ we find 
different degrees of readiness in dif 
ferent animal species, in regard tc 
their ability to perform the functions 
peculiar to the fully developed indiv­ 
idual. Frequently adequate digestive 
powers are not matured at birth, and 
more often the best regilating me­ 
chanism is imperfectly developed. The 
young chili, as well as the chick or 
the mouse, or the kitten, is unable to 
maintain its body temperature per* 
fectly. 
Owing to the peculiar reasons 
regulating mechanism with which the 
organism is endowed, the body tern* 
perature is remarkably constant, de- 
spite varying external conditions. But 
when newly born puppies, kittens and 
rabbits are rei#oved from their usual 
warm surroundings, their temperature 
will become lowered until it reaches 
a point a few degrees above the tem­ 
perature of the surrounding air. In 
human infants the conditions corres- 
pond with those found in* young anl* 
mals of the more dependent class. 
The infantile temperature is variable, 
and the readiness with which temuera- 
ture iregularities manifest themselves 
on slight provocation, even to children 
of several years’ growth, is familiar 
to every observing mother. 


“It remains for us, 
therefore, 
to 
learn the proper lesson from this de* 
fenceless condition of the young amid 
their older environment. We 
learn 
to appreciate what 
warm 
clothing 
means to the naked infant, otherwise 
helpless in its resistance to the at­ 
mosphere about it. I am ready to be­ 
lieve that not a little additional pain 
and crying among ‘infants are ulti­ 
mately attributable to the thought­ 
less exposure of arms and legs, even 
in summer months. The invigorating 
thrill which cold in the form of a cold 
bath of a cold sleeping room arouses 
in an adult is 
scarcely attained at 
tkose ages where 
the 
temperature 
regulating 
mechanism 
is 
not 
yet 
thoroughly developed; and therefore 
I am inclined to believe that the pre­ 
valent practice of dressing young boys 
and girls in short socks 
at certain 
seasons is inadvisable, if not actually 
barbarous. 
Man 
has 
instinctively 
protected 
himself 
against the 
un­ 
pleasantness of a cold environment by 
the adoption of clothing. The extent 
of this protection is varied with the 
climate in which he resides. 
In our 
average climate about SO per cent of 
the body is ordinarily clothed. The 
bared leg costumes of the present 
mode may leave as much as 30 per 
cent to 40 per cent of the child’s body 
surface exposed. Some of 
us have 
noticed that even in adults the kiltie 
suit may become uncomfortably cool 
on a New Haven summer day. What 
shall we expect in the less resistant 
child during cool autumn weather?“ 


Considerate Lad.

Badgers are said also 
to be 
fond of honey and knowing the extra­ 
ordinary craving of their South Afri­ 
can cousin, the ratel, for this delicacy, 
C should say it is not improbable that 
they m ar occasionally partake of it. 
(t is certain that these animals have 
a particular liking for the nest and 
larvae of wasps and wild bees, dig­ 
ging down with strong feet and infin­ 
ite perseverance till they attain their 
object. In the captive state a young 
badger was brought up on a diet first 
of the milk of a retriever bitch, by 
which it was foster-mothered, after­ 
ward of eggs and milk, then 
of fish 
and meat. It approved of bread and 
potatoes, when 
crumbled

and 
mixed with milk. It would occasion­ 
ally eat shot birds, and once getting 
Into a hen house, killed five chickens. 
These animals are said by keepers to 
kill and devour freely young rabbits; 
that they do partake of this fare at 
times is, 
I think, certain, but that 
they destroy any very 
considerable 
number is more than doubtful. Still, 
the badger 
is 
carnivorous 
in 
his 
tastes and is not, even by his kindli­ 
est frien-ds, to be absolved from de­ 
vouring at times tender rabbits and 
even the young of game birds when 
he can get hold of them.

does its duty and 
disappears 
gether.—Everybody's Magazine.

The asteroids or minor planets, of 
which nearly GOO have been recorded 
since the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, have been supposed to form 
a ring in the space between the orbits 
of Mars and Jupiter. 
One discovered 
on February 2 2 of this year, how­ 
ever, has a unique interest in having 
been proven to be beyond Jupiter, its 
mean distance from the sun being 
5.25 to Jupiter’s 5.20, while its aphe­ 
lion distance— 6.151— exceeds that of 
Jupiter by nearly the earth’s distance 
from the sun. 


. A correspondent of Nature remarks 
that the now known facts seem to re­ 
quire a modification of the statement 
found in some text books that “it is 
impossible to say whether a flash of 
lightning moves from a cloud to the 
earth or in the opposite direction.“ 
Many photographs of lightning taken 
in the Transvaal show that, in all 
cases, the discharges were from cloud 
to cloud, or from the clouds to the 
earth. 
Quite frequently, the corre­ 
spondent says, he has observed light­ 
ning flashes leaving a cloud for the 
earth, but fading away before reach­ 
ing it. The opposite phenomenon has 
not been observed. 


Calcium Steel“ is the name given 
to an earthenware of great hardness 
and durability, manufactured in Eu­ 
rope of pulverized feldspar, sand and 
lime. 
The materials are made into a 
paste and baked in an oven. The cal­ 
cium from which the product obtains 
its name is contained in the feldspar. 
Another kind of calcium steel will be 
known if experiments now under way 
in Germany are successful in produc­ 
ing an alloy of iron and calcium com­ 
parable in its properties with nickel 
and chrome steel. 
Thus far, how­ 
ever, it is said that these experi­ 
ments have failed to bring about a 
combination of calcium with molten 
iron, but it is hoped to make calcium 
useful in refining copper and nickel, 
and in bronze casting. 


WASHINGTON’S SLEEVE LINKS. 


and Halleck to Gen. J. G. Wilson, 
and Halleck to Gen. J. G. Wilson 
At a dinner given by the Union 
College alumni in New York, two or 
three 
years 
ago, 
an 
impromptu 
speaker, not on the program, .Gen» 
James Grant Wilson, told the follow­ 
ing story concerning the sleeve links 
of Gen. Washington, afterward the 
property of Benedict Arnold and Col. 
Tarleton: 


“I wish to talk of one of whom 
Americans always like to hear. I will 
turn the hands of time back to 1777, 
and ask you to go with me to the 
battlefield of Saratoga, which 
the 
poet Halleck called the 
field 
of 
grounded arms. 
There was a great 
victory, which was not due to the ef­ 
forts of the American commander, 
but to Benedict Arnold. 


“The story of that victory was re­ 
ported to General Washington. 
A 
short time afterward he met General 
Arnold, 
and, 
after complimenting 
him on his great victory, said: 


“ ‘I have heard, general, that you 
lost your sleeve links in the battle, 
and I ask you to accept of me these, 
although I have worn them for some 
time.’ 


“General Arnold took them and 
wore them for some time. 
But later, 
when he became a traitor, and Wash­ 
ington, in his dignified manner, had 
expressed his contempt in strong and 
burning words, Arnold no longer 
cared to wear tho sleeve links, and 
gave them to Colonel Tarleton, the 
only British officer who had treated 
him with any kind oi courtesy. 


“Tarleton, when he departed for 
England, gave them to a loyalist, 
who had acted as hi* secretary, and 
he gave them to General Fitz Greene 
Halleck, who, in turn, left them to 
the man who 
later was his 
bio­ 
grapher. 4And here, gentlemen/ said 
General 
Wilson, 
drawing 
up 
hi? 
sleeves a little and raising his arms, 
‘are Washington’s sleeve links/ “— 
New York Sun.

FATE OF THE OLD ST. LOUIS. 


Conscience money received yearly 
by the Chancellor of the Ex''¿equer, 
in England, in default of unpaid 
taxes, averages $30,000« 


The Second Oldest Ship in Our Navy 
May Be Broken Up. 


After years of buffeting by the 
waters of many seas the one time re­ 
ceiving ship St. Louis lies in the Del­ 
aware River at the foot of Catherine 
street, Philadelphia, awaiting final 
orders. 


These may be to hand her battered 
timbers over to unsentimental junk 
dealers, or to preserve her as the old­ 
est vessel, outside of the famous 
Constitution, in Uncle Sam's navy. 
According to the Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord, it is seventy-eight years since 
the then proud frigate was launched 
at Washington, where she had been 
built for service in the Far East. At 
that time she was regarded as one of 
the best vessels in the young navy. 


During the first ten years of her 
service pirates were the pest of the 
West Indies and the Pacific. The St. 
Louis, then one of the swiftest ves­ 
sels in the navy, was sent after the 
men who sailed under the skull and 
crossbones, and to her efforts is part­ 
ly due the extermination of the 
looters. 


On one occasion one of the rakish 
crafts, closely pursued by the coming 
Union Jack, ran aground on one of 
the large islands and her crew es­ 
caped to the wooded interior. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Horton, a gallant young officer 
of that day, led a cheering company 
of his men, armed with cutlasses and 
pistols, to rout out the desperadoes. 


Over hills and copse the chase con­ 
tinued, for a mile, when the fleeing 
buccaneers ambushed the pursuers 
and a pitched battle resulted. 
After 
a fierce hand-to-hand combat the pi­ 
rates were all killed or captured and 
the latter were hanged the following 
day from the yardarm of the St, 
Louis. 


At the time of the naming of the 
St. Louis there was much opposition 
to thus honoring a city of such small 
Importance and size as that place was 
then. 
Much discussion finally ended 
in victory for the St. Louis partisans, 
and it was only recently the Govern­ 
ment changed her name to the Key­ 
stone State, on account of there being 
another vessel in the navy called the 
St. Louis. 
However, the new name 
was hardly ever applied except in 
official ways.

: Household Matters.: 


Cream of Spinach. 


A half peck of spinach w*as used 
for the soup. 
It wras washed thor­ 
oughly, drained and put on to boil in. 
boiling water uncovered. 
A little 
salt was added when almost done. 
When cooked it was run through a 
sieve. 
To two cups of pulp was add­ 
ed one quart of milk (white stock or 
half stock and half milk is equally 
good). Two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and three 
tablespoonfuls of 
flour 
were added to the liquid and all was 
cooked until it thickened. 
Salt and 
pepper were used to season, and when 
the soup was served, a spoonful of 
whipped cream on top the bouillon 
cup made a dainty picture in green 
and white. 


Fish and Vegetable Salad. 


Ingredients: Half a pint of cooked 
fish, half a pint of cooked vegetables 
(carrots, turnips, potatoes), a cu­ 
cumber, two yolks of eggs, a gill of 
cream,- a tablespoonful of vinegar, 
some made mustard, chopped parsley, 
pepper and salt. 


After remr ing the skin and bones 
from some cooked fish, flake and 
measure it. 
. ake the vegetables you 
have to use, and cut into dice a larger 
proportion of potatoes than other 
vegetables. 
Slice the cucumber thin­ 
ly. 
Pile the fish on a fancy dish, ar­ 
range 
the 
cut 
vegetables 
round. 
Place the slices of cucumber in a 
row outside overlapping each other. 
Put the yolks of eggs into a small 
basin, and poach till hard. Then rub 
smooth with the back of a wooden 
spoon, add made mustard and salt to 
taste, and the vinegar. 
Then gradu­ 
ally stir in the cream. 
Last, add 
some chopped parsley and pour over 
the fish. 


The Good Housekeeper. 


The successful housekeeper is not 
essentially the one who has a spot­ 
lessly kept house, always in order, 
but the one who manages the affairs 
of the house so that every one is 
made comfortable and the home %is 
always cheery and bright. 
A good 
housekeeper does not worry over 
every little detail that goes wrong, 
but sets to work to put it in order 
again. 
She can 
always tell 
you 
where everything is to be found, as 
she always has a certain place for 
certain articles, and sees that they 
are kept there. The meals are always 
just to time and well cooked, and the 
children look neat and happy. 
Thia 
cannot be done without good man­ 
agement, says Woman’s Life, and the 
methodical housekeeper will have the 
day divided out for the different du­ 
ties that are to be done, and she will 
see that her system of arranging the 
work does not cause discomfort in 
the house. 


Fruit Ice Cream. 


WThere fruits are used as a flavor­ 
ing, they should be added to the 
cream after they are partly frozen. 
For instance, for peach ice »cream 
scald one nint of cream; add to it 
eight ounces of sugar; take from the 
fire, and when perfectly cold add a 
pint of uncooked cream; turn the 
mixture into the freezer; pack with 
finely shaved ice and a third quantity 
of coarse salt. 
Turn the 
freezer 
slowly until the mixture is very cold;, 
then turn rapidly until it is like wet 
snow. 
Have ready six ripe peaches, 
pared, mashed and pressed through 
a colander; add this to the cold mix­ 
ture; 
turn slowly 
again until 
if 
comes back to the same consistency 
as it was when the peaches were add­ 
ed. 
Remove 
the dasher, 
smooth 
down the cream, fasten the hole in 
the top of the freezer with a cork, 
and repack, this time with coarse led 
and only a fifth quantity of salt. 
Cover the freezer with a piece o( 
blanket or paper and stand aside fot 
two 
hours 
to 
ripen.— Carrie 
R. 
Hayes.

turned loose there a large number of 
these long eared gentry 
and

Buffered greatly. 
We do not believe 
that if the matter was carried to the 
higher courts that any farmer could 
be fined for shooting any wild animal 
that is a pest to his crops at any 
time he chooses to do so. 
No one 
has a right for mere sport to turn 
out a lot of animals that prey on the 
farmers' crops, and every farmer has 
the natural right to protect his farm 
und crops from trespass by wild ani- 
mals or by the idle fellows that hunt 
them. 
All that is needed is for the 
farmers to unite in testing the ridic- 
ulous game laws that are made solely 
for the sportsmen. 
As it is now, the 
fruit grower must stand by and let 
the robins eat his cherries and the 
Jack rabbits eat his garden 
truck, 
and under the game laws he cannot 
Bhoot them.

Practical Advice on Horse Feeding. 


A noted French 
horseman 
givei 
the following in an agricultural j o u r 
nal of Paris regarding the propei 
feeding of horses: 


''Three meals are necessary and 
sufficient, with an interval of four oi 
five hours between to keep a horse It 
good condition, 
Oats take at least 
two hours to digest; hay takes thre< 
hours, and because it takes so Ion? 
it should be given when the day'* 
work 
Is over. 
The evening 
mea; 
should be a full meal, the animal be- 
ing then at rest and able to digest itf 
food at leisure. 
There should be ar 
interval of half an hour between th< 
return of the horse to the stable anc 
his getting his evening meal. 


"Too much food at a meal or toe 
long abstinence between meals, fol 
lowed by voracious feeding, is condu- 
cive to colic and indigestion. 
Irregu* 
larly fed he is given to showing hli 
impatience by letting his hoofs plaj 
about the woodwork of his stall. GiV' 
ing 'refreshers' at odd times is alsc 
bad. 
Remember that both stomaci 
and bladder should never be loaded 
in work time, whether light or heavj 
v/ork is done. 
A horse, therefore, 
should not be ridden or driven imme- 
diately after a meal, on the same 
principle that it ought not to be fed 
sooner than half an hour after wori 
is over. 
Between one end of th< 
year and another a horse consumei 
an amount of dry,heating food whlct 
calls for a special regime to neutral- 
ize the excessive proteld consu. iptior 
that has taken place. 
Thus in au* 
tumn a ration of carrots given before 
the evening meal is good, and so ir 
spring, at the fall of the winter coat 
a little grain meal is beneficial, mixed 
with hay and oats, for the evening 
meal. 
Another maxim much disre- 
garded in practice is that the hors< 
should be watered Jong enough be- 
fore being' put to work, and 
ther 
sparingly. if

The last 
named arrangement would prevent a 
good many of the old man’s darling 
marriages, and would cause a decided 
decrease in moral iniquity of a very 
obnoxious character. 


This proposition naturally sounds 
radical enough to be called Spartan, 
yet such a law, while placing no curb 
on personal ambition, would rob 
thousands of misguided parents oi 
the only pleasure they really have— 
that of slaving for an ungrateful pos­ 
terity. 
A suggestion like this could, 
of course, only come from Sans Ga- 
lette et Sans Famille, in the New 
York Sun.

Advice For Poultry Growers. 


Use kerosene to rid the hen-house 
of lice. 
Wash the roosts with it. 
Apply it with a brush, as you would 
paint, to all cracksand corners where 
iice would be likely to lurk. 
Use it 
liberally and frequently. 
Art on the 
principle that prevention is better 
than cure. 


Persian insect powder, if you can 
get the fresh article, is the best rem­ 
edy for lice on fowls. 
It is harmless 
to the fowl, but death to the insect. 
Old powder is generally worthless. 
Catch 
the 
hen and dust it freely 
among her feathers and under her 
wings. 


Feed a soft mash in the morning. 
The hens seem to relish it better then 
than at any other time during the 
day. 
Make it of two parts bran, one 
part middlings, one part cornmeal, 
one part crushed oats. 
Add a pinch 
of salt and one of cayenne pepper. 


Meat can be used to advantage 
about three times a week. 
Run it 
through

sausage grinder. 
Use 
about a pound each time to a dozen 
hens. 
It will stimulate them to lay­ 
ing, as a general thing, and will 
prove a welcome addition to their 
usual diet, which ought to be varied 
occasionally. 
A fowl’s appetite is 
lharpened and benefited by a change 
of food, now and then, though the 
regular bill of fare should be made 
up largely of corn, oats, wheat and 
barley. 
It pays to humor a hen’s 
whims, somewhat, when 
eggs 
are 
bringing a big price and fresh ones 
are hard to get.— Outing Magazine. 


Coal Tar Colors. 


The recent celebration of the jubi­ 
lee of the coal tar dyes must have 
made the heart of the colorist recoil. 
Fifty years, then, have we had the 
most shocking colors with which in* 
genious man has stained white lin­ 
en and golden silk I 
Fifty years of 
arrant mauve and hard magenta, and 
the color called after another battle 
of the fifties, something redder than 
magenta, a “solferino” to set the 
teeth on edge. 
For though William 
Morris tried to suppress these hid­ 
eous hues by the réintroduction of 
vegetable dyes, soft and lasting, and 
though the aesthetic fashion of the 
seventies and eighties overcame the 
aniline colors for a time, they soon 
again came uppermost, and we have 
them now, strong, and as hard as 
nails.—London Chronicle. 


Rabbits and Farm Crops. 


Too many of the so-called game 
laws are made for the benefit of the 
sportsman rather than the preserva­ 
tion of insectivorous birds or bene­ 
ficial animals. 
We have heretofore 
spoken of the protection of rabbits 
In many States. There is no possible 
reason for the protection of these 
pests of the farm, except to give 
sport to the idle fellows who follow 
their beagles over the farmers’ land 
without any regard for the farmer or 
his crops. 
No close season is need­ 
ed for rabbits, for no matter when 
or how they are hunted they will in­ 
crease more than is desirable to the 
farmer. 
And now we hear that on 
Long Island they^ are having a pest 
of jack rabbits, which are far worse 
than our common hare. 
Sportsmen 
turned loose there a large number of 
these long eared gentry and they 
have increased to such an extent that 
the crops of the truck farmers have 
suffered greatly. 
We do not believe 
that if the matter was carried to the 
higher courts that any farmer could 
be fined for shooting any wild animal 
that is a pest to his crops at any 
time he chooses to do so. 
No one 
has a right for mere sport to turn 
Dut a lot of animals that prey on the 
farmers’ crops, and every farmer has 
the natural right to protect his farm 
jmd crops from trespass by wild ani­ 
mals or by the idle fellows that hunt 
them, 
All that is needed is for the 
farmers to unite in testing the ridic­ 
ulous game laws that are made solely 
for the sportsmen. 
As it is now, the 
fruit grower must stand by and let 
the robins eat his cherries and the 
jack rabbits eat his garden truck, 
and under the game laws he cannot 
shoot them. 
The law guarantees 
every man peaceable possession of 
his lands, and these are serious tres­ 
passes, and we believe that under 
any sensible bill of rights the farmer 
has the right to protect his land 
from trespass. 
It is mainly a craze 
for sport at the expense of the farm­ 
er.—The Practical Farmer, 


The Best Remedies. 


The young squash plants are at­ 
tacked when they are just appearing 
above ground, to prevent which the 
bills should be covered with wire net­ 
ting, the edges to be buried under 
the soil, as the bugs will endeavor 
to get under them. The netting will 
also keep out the flea beetles and 
yellow and black-striped bugs. 
As 
soon as the plants have five leaves 
the coyers should be removed and 
the bugs fought by other methods. 
Some gardeners plant more seeds 
than can properly develop in order 
to provide against the destruction 
of the whole hill. The bugs are not 
partial to 
clean cultivation. 
The 
burning of useless rubbish in the 
ftelds reduces the winder shelter, and 


all vines should be collected, am 
burned after harvesting the 
crop 
The bugs may be collected by ham 
from the vines, or from the squasl 
plants between 
the rows 
used a 
traps. 
The bugs also seek shelte 
under leaves, in the earth, unde 
clods or boards, or wherever the: 
can find a covering. All eggs shoult 
be destroyed and the vines examine« 
twice a day. 
The bug will alway» 
leave the melon or cucumber for th* 
squash, hence a few squash vine 
among the melons and cucumberi 
will trap them. 
Kerosene emulsioi 
may be used. An eight per cent, ker 
osene 
emulsion 
may 
injure 
tin 
plants, about seven per cent, beinj 
strong enough (seven parts kerosem 
to 100 parts water). 
It is also im 
portant to kill as many bugs as pos 
sible in autumu, after the crop is har 
vested, and be sure to burn everj 
vine. 
When spraying the vines can 
should be used, as the kerosene an< 
water must be intimately mixed. Th* 
first flow should be on the groum 
for a minute, as it may contain toe 
much kerosene. 
Spray the 
vinei 
lightly, not too much, the spray t( 
be very fine. 
The mixture will drivi i 
the bugs from their covers, whei 
they can then be destroyed, but, ai 
stated before, 
everything depend! 
upon destroying them by hand.— 
Philadelphia Record.

Practical Advice on Horse Feeding. 


A noted French horseman givei 
the following in an agricultural jour* 
nal of Paris regarding the propel 
feeding of horses: 


“Three meals are necessary and 
sufficient, with an interval of four oi 
five hours between to keep a horse ir 
good condition. 
Oats take at least 
two hours to digest; hay takes thre< 
hours, and because it takes so long 
it should be given w’hen the day’* 
work is over. 
The evening mea! 
should be a full meal, the animal be­ 
ing then at rest and able to digest it* 
food at leisure. 
There should be ar 
interval of half an hour between thi 
return of the horse to the stable anc 
his getting his evening meal. 


“Too much food at a meal or toe 
long abstinence between meals, fol­ 
lowed by voracious feeding, is condu­ 
cive to colic and indigestion, Irregu* 
larly fed he is given to showing hi! 
impatience by letting his hoofs plaj 
about the woodwork of his stall, Giv< 
ing ‘refreshers’ at odd times is alsc 
bad. 
Remember that both stomact 
and bladder should never be loaded 
in work time, whether light or heavj 
work is done. 
A horse, therefore, 
should not be ridden or driven imme­ 
diately after a meal, on the same 
principle that it ought not to be fed 
sooner than half an hour after work 
is over. 
Between one end of tht 
year and another a horse consumes 
an amount of dry,heating food which 
calls for a special regime to neutral­ 
ize the excessive proteid consu. iptior 
that has taken place. 
Thus in au* 
tumn a ration of carrots given before 
the evening meal is good, and so ir 
spring, at the fall of the winter coat 
a little grain meal is beneficial, mixed 
with hay and oats, for the evening 
meal. 
Another maxim much disre­ 
garded in practice is that the hors« 
should be watered long enough be­ 
fore being* put to work, and ther 
sparingly.

tha,. spoken by Commodore 
Wilkes 
to the southeast of New Zealand, in 
1840, reported 
that there were 
at 
least 100 similar ships "fishing" in 
the neighborhood.

happened on the descendants of the 
castaways known for all time as the 
"Bounty" mutineers, who after send- 
ing adrift their commander and those 
who refused to join in the mutiny had 
settled at Pitcairn Island with some 
male and female natives of Otaheite.

experience. 
After 
drifting twenty-five days, destitute of 
food and water, two m^n went raving 
mad and drowned themselves. 
Next 
day a French sailor killed the mate 
with an axe, quenched his thrist with 
the murdered officer's blood and was 
later on killed by the second mate. 
His body was eaten and cannibalism 
was resorted to again and again until 
o^ily a Swede and a Spaniard 
were 
left to tell the horrible tale 
when 
the raft drifted ashore, after forty- 
eight days' experience, on an island 
of the South Natuna group, 
where 
the natives attended on their every 
want until strong enough to proceed 
to Singapore in a junk. 


In 1892 the metal bark Compadre 
caught fire at sea and was run ashore 
on Auckland Island to save the lives 
of all on board. 
There the casta- 
ways spent about as monotonous a 
hundred days as can be imagined, 
until rescued by a passing ship. 
An- 
other metal bark, the Henry James, 
bound from New South Wales to Cal- 
ifornia, piled up on a coral reef near 
Palmyra Island. 
Her crew and pas- 
sengers sought safety on this inhos- 
pitable phice; a boat, with the mate 
and four men who had volunteered, 
succeeded in reaching Samoa after a 
starvation trip covering 1300 miles 
In nineteen days, and the Mariposa 
of the Oceanic Steamship Company's 
fleet of San Francisco, Cal., went out 
of her way to rescue the castaways Jn 
compliance with the urgent request

Building Roads in Illinois. 


Building good roads all over the 
West is more general now than ever 
before. 
The Drovers' Journal, in re^^ 
ferring to this work in Illinois, says: 
As a means of educating the peo- 
ple to the advantages of good roa<<s 
and of the ways and methods to pro- 
duce them the State highway« com- 
mission of Illinois is pushing as rap- 
idly as possible the construction of a 
number of experimental roads in var- 
ious sections of the State, 


One stretch of road has been com- 
pleted at Salem. 111. 
This road is 
just outside the limits of the city of 
Salem, 
The highway commissioners 
of Salem township applied for bro- 
h?on stone, which was furnished them, 
and a piece of road built by the local 
commissioners; owing to the lack of 
proper methods the road t h i s 
laid 
was poorly made. 
The State high- 
way commission completed about .2,- 
200 feet of the work with the aid of 
a steam roller and modern methods 
of construction, making as 
smooth 
and fine appearing a piece of road 
as can be found anywhere. 


The width 
of the 
macadam 
is 
about fourteen feet and put on eight 
Inches deep; part of the work was 
resurfacing the road laid by the loctil 
commissioners, at the end of Avhich 
was about GOO feet of newly 
con- 
structed road. 
The exact 
cost 
of 
this work cannot be ascertained ow- 
ing to the lack of records on 
the 
work done prior to that under charge 
of 
the State highway 
commission. 
The estimated cost of this work per 
mile, ii>cludlng grading and shaping 
the subgrade, hauling the stone 
a 
distance of about a mile and a quaKr 
ter, spreading and rolling, is about 
52500. 
The material was furnished 
free by the State from the 
State 
rock crusher at the Southern Illinois 
penitentiary at Menard. 
The freight 
on the stone over the Illinois South- 
ern railroad was paid in ballast. 


The contrast between the portion 
of road built with the steam roller 
and that upon which the roller was 
not used furnishes a .most striking 
illustration 
of the 
importance 
of 
proper equipment and technical ex- 
perience in highway construction.

Like the old timo Roman poet, 
some of tlio pioneers in exploration 
shuddered at the watery mountains 
in motion; but they were driven sea­ 
ward, in many instances against their 
wills, by adverse gales.

Vikings, long before Columbus put in 
an appearance, had accidentally dis­ 
covered what is now known as North 
America: and Leif, son of Eric the 
Red, is said to have founded colonies 
900 years ago where Boston and New 
York now stand.

While on her way from Australia 
to China the American bark Tewkes­ 
bury L. Sweat was wrecked on one 
of the Caroline Islands during a hur- 
vicane. The castaways lived with the 
savages 
for seven 
months; 
then, 
grown tired of involuntary exile, they 
sailed 1000 miles in boat and canoea 
and were eventually picked up by 
another vessel and taken to Honolulu. 
A few of the old time American 
whaleships met with curious adven­ 
tures in the Pacific Ocean and the 
men not infrequently preferred a life 
of sensuality and ease on one of the 
island^ rather than risk their lives 
In pursuit of the crafty cetacean for 
a return scarcely worth mentioning. 
And there were some whaleships 
under Old Glory in tho;c days! Com­ 
modore Wilkes, U. S. N., in his re­ 
nowned exploration cruise saw sev­ 
eral American whalers during a run 
of a few miles, and Captain Coffin, of 
the Plymouth whaler Mary and Mar­ 
tha,. spoken by Commodore Wilkes 
to the southeast of New Zealand, in 
1840, reported that there were at 
least 100 similar ships “fishing” in 
the neighborhood. One of the whale­ 
ships in 1804 under Captain Folger 
happened on the descendants of the 
castaways known for all time as the 
“Bounty” mutineers, who after send­ 
ing adrift their commander and those 
who refused to join in the mutiny had 
settled at Pitcairn Island with some 
male and female natives of Otaheite. 
Captain Folger apparently did not 
discloso his find, for six years had 
elapsed before the island was again 
visited by any one from the outside 
world. 
Four years ago a Nova Sco­ 
tia bark, the Angola, was wrecked on 
a reef six days after leaving Cavite, 
In the Philippines. 
Seventeen sur­ 
vivors remained 011 the reef until 
two rafts had been constructed and 
then attempted to reach the nearest 
dry land. 
During the night the 
smaller raft with five men disap­ 
peared and the twelve men of the 
Jarge craft were fated to undergo a 
most 
terrible 
experience. 
After 
drifting twenty-five days, destitute of 
food and water, two men went raying 
mad and drowned themselves. 
Next 
day a French sailor killed the mate 
with an axe, quenched his thrist with 
the murdered officer’s blood and was 
later on killed by the second mate. 
His body was eaten and cannibalism 
was resorted to again and again until 
only a Swede and a Spaniard were 
left to tell the horrible tale when 
the raft drifted ashore, after forty- 
eight days* experience, 011 an island 
of the South Natuna group, where 
the natives attended on their every 
want until strong enough to proceed 
to Singapore in a junk. 


In 1892 the metal bark Compadre 
caught fire at sea and was run ashore 
on Auckland Island to save the lives 
of all 011 board. 
There the casta­ 
ways spent about as monotonous a 
hundred days as can be imagined, 
until rescued by a passing ship. 
An­ 
other metal bark, the Henry James, 
bound from New South Wales to Cal­ 
ifornia, piled up on a coral reef near 
Palmyra Island. 
Her crew and pas­ 
sengers sought safety on this inhos­ 
pitable place; a boat, with the mate 
and four men who had volunteered, 
succeeded in reaching Samoa after a 
starvation trip covering 1300 miles 
In nineteen days, and the Mariposa

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Building Roads in Illinois. 


Building good roads all over the 
West is more general now than ever 
before. 
The Drovers’ Journal, in re­ 
ferring to this work in Illinois, says: 


As a means of educating the peo­ 
ple to the advantage* of good roads 
and of the ways and methods to pro­ 
duce them the State highways com­ 
mission of Illinois is pushing as rap­ 
idly as possible the construction of a 
number of experimental roads in var­ 
ious sections of the State. 


One stretch of road has been com­ 
pleted at Salem. 111. 
This road is 
just outside the limits of the city of 
Salem. 
The highway commissioners 
of Salem township applied for bro­ 
ken stone, which was furnished them, 
and a piece of road built by the local 
commissioners; owing to the lack of 
proper methods the road th is laid 
was poorly made. 
The State high­ 
way commission completed about .2,- 
200 feet of the work with the aid of 
a steam roller and modern methods 
of construction, making as smooth 
and fine appearing a piece of road 
as can be found anywhere. 


The width of the 
macadam 
is 
about fourteen feet and put on eight 
inches deep; part of the work was 
resurfacing the road laid by the locrfl 
commissioners, at the end of which 
was about GOO feet of newly con­ 
structed road. 
The exact cost of 
this work cannot be ascertained ow­ 
ing to the lack of records on the 
work done prior to that under charge 
of the State highway commission. 
The estimated cost of this work per 
mile, including grading and shaping 
the subgrade, hauling the stone a 
distance of about a mile and a quar­ 
ter, spreading and rolling, is about 
$2500. 
The material was furnished 
free by the State from the State 
rock crusher at the Southern Illinois 
penitentiary at Menard. 
The freight 
on the stone over the Illinois South­ 
ern railroad was paid in ballast. 


The contrast between the portion 
of road built with the steam roller 
and that upon which the roller was 
not used furnishes a .most striking 
illustration of the 
importance 
of 
proper equipment and technical ex­ 
perience in highway construction. 


. Good Roads and Mails. 


Jt is a severe commentary on the 
state of civilization of this republic 
that no first-class wagon or carriage 
road has as yet been built between 
Washington, the capital, and 
the 
nearest large' city, Baltimore. 
Such 
a road is about to be built, and it 
will be constructed by the State of 
Maryland. 
The impulse to perform 
this belated service has sprung from 
the good 
roads 
movement, which 
owes much of its vitality to the auto- 
mobilists. 
Under the influence of 
this movement, the vicinity of the na­ 
tional capital of the United States- 
may within a dozen years or so be as 
well equipped with roads as Dalmatia 
or the mountainous districts of Wales 
now are. 


In order not to leave the active 
work of stimulating the construction 
of good roads entirely to the motor­ 
ists, the Government is going into it 
in some degree in connection with 
the rural free mail delivery. 
State 
highway officials have been addressed 
on the subject of road improvement 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the Postoffice De­ 
partment, and the construction of 
roads is discreetly stimulated along 
the line of more rapid mail delivery. 


It is to be hoped that the farmers 
will see the point of this argument. 
They certainly ought to. 
It takes 
less than one^half 
the 
time, and 
probably costs less than one-half the 
money, to deliver the mail over a 
good road than over a bad. 
If the 
roads throughout the country were 
as good hs they are in some parts of 
this State and of Massachusetts and 
show that you belong to the samd Connecticut, the free delivery could

Active in Road Improvement. 


Autoists from all parts of the Key­ 
stone State have learned with inter­ 
est that the York (Pa.) Automobile 
Club is taking an active hand in the 
good roads problem, and is doing all 
In, its power to have the thorough­ 
fares improved. This latest real work 
has been started on the famous Get­ 
tysburg pike, which runs from York 
to 
Gettysburg, twenty-eight miles 
distant. 
This pike is traveled by 
thousands of autoists every summer 
and the improvements are badly 
needed at certain places. 
It is the 
direct run between New York and 
the National battlefield,and hundreds 
of the metropolitan tourists use it 
annually. 
The pike between York 
and Wrightsville, east to the Susque­ 
hanna River, is also receiving its 
share of improvements.

Only the purest, unsceated soap 


should be used in bathing the face. 


The thorough facial tubbing should 


be given at night, for after the scrub- 
bing the skin is left more or less ten- 
der, and should not be subject to the 
unkind caresses of the wind or sun. 


The only way to have your face 


bathed thoroughly is to use a coin- 
plexiou brush. Any ordinary hand- 
brush or bath brush will not do for 
the purpose. The bristles must be 
firm enough to dig out every particle 
of dust and sebaceous matter from 
the pores, and still not be so firm 
that delicate skin is injured. 
The 


cheaper brushes invariably mat down 
when put in water and thus prove 
useless. It is nest to impossible to 
find a correct brush that sells for less 
than seventy-five cents, while larger 
ones, which are really cheaper in the 
long run, for being larger they are 
more durable, will cost $1. 


The brush is dipped in hot vrater 


and rubbed over a bar of pure soap 
until a good live suds is made. Send 
the brush around the cheeks in wide 
circles, beginning at the chin, sweep- 
ing upwards toward the ears and 
back again. Have the upward press- 
ure 
very firm and the downward 


pressure very light, for the tendency 
of the flesh is to sag as the years pass 
and woman approaches middle age. 


Send the brush straight across the 


forehead 
in a manner which will 


work properly on the various lines, 
especially those between the eyes. 


The nose, which is more liberally

VToma* Apiarist Insures **Q«e«»sM 


From Italy. 


Two score Italian queen bees, val- 


ued at from $50 to *200 each, ar- 
rived recently on «the steamship St. 
Paul. They are the property of Mrs. 
R. C. Riggs, of Arkansas City, Kan., 
who herself accompanied them. 


Salerno, Italy, it seeins, is head- 


quarters for the finest variety of 
Italian queen, and thirtier Mrs. Riggs 
went for the express purpose of buy- 
ing a number of these valuable little 
insects. 


'•The Italian queen." said Mrs. 


Rigss, in speaking of her purchase, 
"is much larger than the ordinary bee 
aud is of a beautiful light gold color. 
It ia worth literally dozens of times 
its own weight ia gold, because of its 
marvellous productivity. 
No otker 


h 
can compare with it in this re- 
spect." 


Of course, havias a valuable lot of 


merchandise in her possession — her 
new bees are valued at S1S30—Mrs. 
Riggs wanted to have them insured. 
The average person wouldn't know 
where to go or what to do to get a 
swarm of bees insured. But Mrs. 
Kiggs did. An Italian company as- 
sumed the risk for the tiny creatures 
on their voyage to America, so that 
her only danger lay in the journey 
between New York and Arkansas 
City. 


"Of the tens of thousands of people 


who eat honey or who see bees flu- 
ting about anioag the closer bloonis 
in summer," said Mrs Riggs, "very 
few know anything of ihe trouble en- 
tailed in raising bees or realize the 
immense capital that is invested in 
apiculture. During the sixteen years 
that I have been In the business I 
have expended something like $125.- 
000 on my apiari -s. 
The returns, 


however, have been fairly large, as I 
market my honey in many cities. 


"Bee farming is cot a business out 


of which the novice can expect to 
reap much of a harvest. People reern 
to think any fool can make money at 
bees. 
It isn t so. The theoretical 


and practical sides of apiculture 
must be thoroughly mastered if one 
is to succeed in it, and that takes 
many years. 


"Incidentally, the bee farmer must 


not be susceptible to the virus of the 
sting. Every one wao handles bees 
or is with them much must expect 
necessarily to take a certain amount 
of stinging:, and those who are con- 
stitutionally not fitted to stand it 
are seriously handicapped in busi- 
ness." 


Mrs. Riggs declares that she is ab- 


solutely immune. 
"And yet I have 


been stung hundreds of times at 
once," she says. "All my assistants 
are equally immune—in fact, I won't 
engage an employe permanently who 
is not." 


One of the funny things about this 


•whole 
business 
is 
that 
getting 


"•stung" is supposed to be good for 
the "rheumatiz/ 
Sirs. Riggs says 


she actually has people come to her 
—people TV ho are tortured by rheu- 
matism—-who ask the privilege of 
placing themselves in the way of 
being badlj- stung. Of course, she is 
always willing to accommodate them. 


"And, oddly enough," she laughed, 


in telling about the queer request, 
"I have known cases where getting 
stung really did relieve terrible at- 
tacks of the disease—at least, the 
sufferers declared it did, and they 
ought to know."—New York Tri- 
bune.

To Wash the Face Properly. 


Only the purest, unscented soap 
should be used in bathing the face.

An Italian company as­ 
sumed the risk for the tiny creatures 
on their voyage to America, so that 
her only danger lay in the journey 
between New York and Arkansas 
City.
